Posy Woman, Fact or Fancy? 
by Charity Janssen 
Did you have agreat aunt who planted flowersonly when 


the “signs” were right? Did she insist that cucumbers 
planted in the wrong “sign” would not produce bloom or that 
onions set when the moon was new would heave out of the 
ground? 

Not so many years ago, The Old Farmer's Almanac was 
the final authority on farming. Itscalendar, still available, 
labeled each day with the sign of the Zodiac that ruled it, and 
indicated the phase and position of the moon for that day 
Also available were numerous astronomical calculations by 
which farmers not only planted and harvested, but pre 
dicted the weather 

Our forebears considered that each sign had a specific 
influence on fertility, moisture, or bloom. Some signs were 
better than others for burning, killing noxious weeks, and 
setting fence posts. Root crops fared better in one moon 
phase, above ground crops in another. A small figure 
holding a watering can appeared over each date of the 
planting calendar that fell in the sign favorable for produc- 
ing abundant blossoms. Your great-grandmother probably 
would have avoided planting on any day not in "Posy 
Woman.”

Maryland’s unemploy 
ment rate dropped from 6.9 
percent in June toa 1992 low 
of 6.5 percent in July, and 
employment hit an all-time 
high, according to statistics 
released this week by the

Garrett County's jobless

Weight Loss 
Puzzles 
Scientists 


WASHINGTON A Nutrition 
organization was hopeful that a nu 
tritionally complete “hi-tech” food 
tablet would help erase world hunger 
problems, until a study revealed that 
one of the ingredients could cause 
significant weight loss 

Although other studies and scien 
tist may not agree, researchers in 
Europe found that the ingredient, a 
natural plant colloid, actually caused 
people to lose weight, even though 


cnecifically metrocted not to alter 








normal eating patterns, according to 
one study published in the presti 
ious Aritish Journal af Nutrition 
Ressuschers in an earlier study had 
specu!s.ed that weight loss with plant 
colloids was due to a decrease in the 
intestinal absorption of calones 

While the project of National Di 
etary Research, aptly named Food 
Source One, would not be used to 
successfully fulfill its original goal, 
the formula which has since been 
improved with other natural colloids 
has been a windfall for some over 
weight people.

A separate food service 
topic concerned the use of a 
catering service for the 
schools in place of the cur- 
rent self-supporting system 
At the last education board 
meeting, Ryscavage reported 
that the food service will be 
cut $16,000 in state funding 
To make up that loss, Rysca- 
vage and Buckingham sug- 
gested raising lunch prices 
by a nickel. This suggestion 
was met with immediate 
opposition by Moomau and 
board president Carol Clark 
Both members asked Buck- 
ingham to re-evaluate the 
entire program before resort- 
ing to a price increase for 
students. The question was 
raised as to the overall cost 
of switching to a catering 
service, such as the Marriott 
system which serves Frost 
burg State University. The 
food service assistant said he 
would look into the possibili 
ty 

At Tuesday's meeting, 
several food service workers

in attendance, alarmed 


that the board may truly 
consider switching the sys- 
tem to a catering company 
which may end their employ- 
ment. Clark was quick to 
inform all present that the 
board had “absolutely no 
intention" of endangering 
any jobs and that the mem- 
bers "know how important 
work is right now.” She 
explained that the inquiry 
was an "offhand question 
that was never meant to 
frighten anyone about 
ployment 

Buckingham first an 
nounced that the original cut 
of $16,000 was actually going 
to be $6,000. He explained 
that the state had first 
promised the county an 
additional $10,000, but that 
the figure had never been 
granted, so the true loss was 
only $6,000. This amount 
will be made up by not hir 
ing substitutes in the cafete 
rias when regular workers 
are out. The raising of lunch 
prices will not be needed, he 
said 

Buckingham also gave a 
report on the feasibility of 
hiring a catering service for 
the county, stating basically 
that the idea would not 
work, as it would cut out all 
federal assistance, jeopardize 
present employment, and 
cost the county more money 

Clark reiterated that the 
board would never consider 
the endangerment of so 
many jobs, and that the 
members truly appreciate 
the hard work done by all 
food service employees. The 
question of a catering service 
only arose after the sugges- 
tion of another increase to 
lunch prices. Another area 
Buckingham was asked to 
look into was his own ad- 
ministrative office, but he 
reported that his staff of 
four (including himself) is 
already over-worked and it 
would be impossible to oper- 
ate with fewer staff mem- 
bers. 
Work Release Program 

Ryscavage gave a report 
on the opening of county 
schools and cited a problem 
that arose at Southern High 
School concerning the work- 
release program for seniors 
At the end of each school 
year, students sign up for 
classes for the following 
year. Apparently too many 
students signed up for the 
work-release program, which 
allows seniors to leave school 
at noon to go to work at 
various establishments and 
companies. Because the sign- 
up procedure was not moni- 
tored closely, the students 
who had registered for work- 
release and did not get in 
the program did not have an 
alternate schedule planned 
Therefore, there was much 
confusion and irritation on 
the first day of school among 
the students who thought 
they would be on the work- 
release program. Upon a 
closer evaluation of which 
students should indeed be 
included in the program, 
school officials discovered 
that many of the pupils are 
actually not eligible to par- 
ticipate 

Board member Beverly 
Murphy expressed her con- 
cern about the problem and 


em- 


told the other members that 
everal parents and students 
had ntacted her. Murphy 
feared that students who did 
not get the work-release 
approximately 2U-4: stu 
dents) may drop out in order 
to continue their employ- 
ment. She felt that if the 


error in over-registration 
was on the part of adminis- 
tration, then the administra- 
tion should act to appease 
the ineligible students for 
this year, monitor the pro- 
gram closely, and restructure 
the registration process for 
next year 
Several students who 
were removed from the pro- 
gram on the opening day of 
school were at the meeting 
They told board members 
that they had depended on 
the work-release situation 
and that they had debts to 
pay. The guidelines for the 
program state that there 
must be a hardship situation 
to allow the student to par- 
ticipate, such as low income 
The students argued that 
they had never been told the 
eligibility requirements be- 


fore the first day of school 
M erted that the 
situa n i gre ttable and 
that there wa 1 adminis- 
trative error involved.

occurred in your garden this growing season. Most of you are 
probably like me, you think you can remember the problems 
But more often than not, they are forgotten by the time 
spring rolls around. The following are some of the problems 
I have seen or have had in my garden this year 

* Mosaic virus on squash and cucumbers. There 
wasa lotof mosaic this year, particularly on cucumbers. This 
virus disease is easy to identify. The vines on the plants are 
stunted and new leaves are dwarfed and sometimes dis 
torted. The most obvious symptom is that the leaves start 
turning a yellowish or silver-brown and finally the vines and 
leaves die. The virus is spread by aphids and cucumber 
beetles. Controlling these two insects will help control the 
disease. The most effective control is to use varieties that ar 
resistance to mosaic virus 

* Western corn rootworm on sweet corn. The adult 
beetle of the corn rootworm has been active for the last 2-3 
weeks. This beetle is around \ inch long, brownish-black

community; 4) The develop- 
ment of methods to help 
students make educational 
and career choices, to devel- 
op an educational/career 
plan, and to design academic 





and personal counseling 
services that will help stu- 
dents accomplish their edu- 
vational goals; and 5) The 
design of the types of prepa- 
ratory and support services 
needed to implement and 
uccessfully maintain the 
Tech Prep program, includ- 
ing learning support, career 
ievelopment, and job place- 
ment programs 
The coordinator com- 
mended the joint efforts of 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education and GCC in form- 
ing a consortium for develop- 
ing the Tech Prep program 
in the county. GCC Presi- 
dent Dr. Stephen Herman 
and several members of the 
board echoed Allen’s praise 


of the consortium 

The Tech Prep program 
is partially funded by the 
Carl Perkins Act which 
holds the belief that Tech 
Prep must encompass all 
four years of high school and 
the first two years of post- 
secondary schooling 

Allen stated that Tech 
Prep has evolved into a 
relatively complex frame- 
work for major educational 
reform, but in essence, it can 
be characterized by four key 
features which include 

1) The integration of 
career/technology and aca- 
demic education 

2) The development of 
planned, sequential (2+2 
programs of study 

3) The institution of a 
common core of required 
proficiency in mathematics, 
communications, and science 
for all students. 

4) The introduction of 
applied academics as a 
means of helping students 
achieve the required levels of 
proficiency in academic core 
areas

Editor's note: Realiz- 

« that soccer has re- 

ntly come to the youth 

f Garrett County, and 
hatinterest continues to 
yrow, we felt itappropri- 
ite to introduce an ar- 
ticle that might help the 
novice spectator watcha 
vame inan informed man- 
ner. As such, we decided 
to call upon Dave Spirk 
to write a brief article 
which we will refer to as 
‘How to Watch a Soccer 
Game.” He has written for 
the StephenvilleGazette, 
the Arkansas Gazette, 
and the Conway (AR) Log 
Cabin Democrat on the 
topicfor the past six years 
and has recently come to 
the area with Bausch & 
Lomb. 

Soccer is played by more 
people worldwide than any 
ther competitive physical 
sport. The largest TV audi- 
ences in the world have con- 
stantly been gauged as 
watching the World Cup play 
iffs every four years, and in 
1994, the World Cup comes 
to the U.S. for the first time 
n its 60-year history. The 
reason so many people play 
and watch the game is two- 
fold. First, itis very inexpen 
sive to outfit and play, and 
second, there are only 17 laws 
of the game and not all of 
those even pertain to how the 
game is played. Let’s start 
with a brief overview of them 

Law 1,2, and3 define the 
Field of Play, the Ball, and 
Number of Players. The rule 
of thumb is: little kids, small 
field, small goals, small ball, 
and small teams. High school 
ages and beyond plays on a

Law 4 - Equipment con 
sists of shoes (usually cleats) 
that are deemed safe by the 
referee. Football and base 
ball cleats are not allowed 
Shin Guards are MANDA

Team uniforms must match 
except forthe goalie whomust 
dress differently from any- 
one else 

Law 5,6, and7 define the 
field and line referees’ respon 
sibilities as well asthe length 
of game. (Little kids-short 
games: adult-longer games 

Law 8_ The ball must be 
kicked forward on a kickoff 
at the beginning of the game 
or after a goal is scored. If it 
is restarted after a foul it 
may be kicked in any direc- 
tion. The ball must be played 
by another player before it 
can be touched again by the 
person who started the kick 

Law 9-The ENTIRE ball 
must be over the boundary 
lines before it is out of play 

Law 10 - A goal can only 
be scored when the whole 
ball crosses the goal line and 
into the net area (unlike 
American football where it 
only has to break the plane of 
the line) 

Law 11 - This defines an 
Offside penalty. We can take 
an entire article totalk about 
this because is causes more 
controversy than any other 
regulation in the game. Sim- 
ply stated, it says that any 
player who does not have pos 
session of the ball must have 
at least two defenders be 
tween himself and the goal 
line. Itisnota penalty just to 
be in this position unless 
there is a pass to the player 
or he interferes with the play 
as a result of being in the 
offside position 

Law 12 - This Law de 
fines fouls and misconduct 
that sometimes occur. There 
is to be no pushing, holding, 
striking, touching the ball 
with the hands (except for 
the goalie in his area). A 
player is not allowed to kick, 
trip, orjump toward another 
player, A player is not al 
lowed tocharge another from 
behind, nor may he/she 
charge unfairly. (Any con- 
tact that is shoulder toshoul 
der is considered a legal 
charge and IS allowed). Play

Law 13-When there are 
fouls or misconduct, a free 
kick is awarded. The referee 
will tell the players whether 
it will be a direct kick which 
can be shot straight at the 
goal, oran indirect kick which 
must be touched by any two 
players before it can go into 
the goal 

Law 14 - If a foul is com- 
mitted in the large boxed area 
in front of the goal, a penalty 
kick is awarded. This allows 
only ashooter and the goalie 
to be involved in ashot at the 
goal. All other players must 
be at least 10 yards away 

Law 15- When aball goes 
out of play, it must be re- 
started with athrow-in. This 
must be thrown with the 
player facing the field. hoth 
feet on the ground, and two 
hands over the head so the 
ball doesn’t spin excessively 

Law 16- When ball is last 
touched by the offensive team 
and it goes over the goal line, 
but not into the net for a 
score, then the defending 
team gets to kick it back into 
play. The ball may be placed 
anywhere in the small boxed 
area in front of the goal 

Law 17- When the ball is 
last touched by a defensive 
player and it goes over the 
goal line, but not intothe net 
for ascore, then the offensive 
team gets to kick it back into 
play from the corner of the 
field nearest to where it went 
out 

That is all there isto it! If 
you want to learn to apply 
the abbreviated rules men- 
tioned above, I strongly en- 
courage you to come to the 
Bausch & Lomb field at 
Southern Middle School this 
coming Sunday.

Phase ll Disaster Plan For Program Crops 
Planted In'91 For '92 Harvest Approved 


A total of $995 million 
for 1990 and 1991 crop losses 
was approved on December 
12, 1991, when The Dire 
Emergency Supplemental 
Appropriations Act of 1992 
was signed into law. The 
law also provides for an ad 
ditional $755 million to be 
made available for one of 
the crop years 1990, 1991, 
or 1992, but not for a year 
for which disaster payments 
were provided under the 
$995 million. In addition, it 
provides that $100 million 
of the $755 million was to be 
set aside for program crops 
planted in 1991 for harvest 
in 1992. The 1990 and 1991 
Disaster Program is re 
ferred to as Phase | 

An official budget rs 
quest for the additional $755 
million has been made 
the president. The impl« 
mentation will be referre 
to as Phase II, for the $1% 
million, and Phase III, for 
the remaining $655 mil! 

The provisions for the 
$100 million Phase II all 
cation describe eligible crops 
as program crops planted in 
1991 for harvest in 1992 and 
meeting the same produc 
tion loss requirements of 
Phase I. The application 
period for these Phase II 
Disaster Program crops 
which include barley and 
wheat, began in the Garrett 
County ASCS office on Sep 
tember 8 and will continue 
through October 2

Schaefer Announces Plan To Trim 
Another $450 Million From Budget 


Maryland Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer an- 
nounced last week during a 
press conference his plan to 
further reduce the state 
budget by $450 million, 
proposing to cut $150 million 
f that amount from the 
local jurisdictions. Along 
with those proposed areas of 
cuts, the governor an- 
nounced his intention to 
institute a new state lottery 
game that would reportedly 
generate $50 million in extra 
revenue for the state 

The plan also involves 
slashing another $240 mil- 
lion from programs 
that have reportedly been 
cut seven times in the last 


state 


two years, and would espe 
cially impact on the state’s 
poorest citizens, preventing 
30,400 people from receiving 
Medicaid benefits 
back welfare payments to 
the 1988 state level 

The proposal is predicted 
to mean the loss of jobs for 
hundreds to thousands of 
state employees. 

The state’s higher educa- 
tion system could lose as 
little as $27.7 million or as 
much as $67.7 million, de- 
pending upon whether or 
not the full proposed $150 
million is actually cut from 
local governments

COUNTY NATIVE WORKS ON MARS OBSERVER - Jeff Sincell, a Garrett County native, will 
be among several other anxious engineers Friday afternoon as they watch the NASA Mars Observer 
launched into space from Cape Canaveral, Florida. Sincell, pictured above center with the Observer, 
has worked for over three years on the satellite along with four other engineers, and Friday's launch 
culminates thousands of hours of intricate and complex craftsmanship. The satellite is scheduled 
to reach Mars in about 11 months and establish an orbit around the planet. It will orbit Mars for two 
years, sending back information never before gathered. Sincell said the Observer is one of the most 
complex satellites both in hard and software ever launched. “It's a quality job," he said. "We're 
expecting great things.” The satellite will study weather, mineral content, and electro-magnetic 
characteristics of Mars, among other things. Sincell said the launching is a pre-curser to a possible 
manned mission to the planet. The original launch date was September 16, but because of 
extenuating circumstances indirectly connected to Hurricane Andrew, the launch has been re-set 
for Friday. A feature story on the Mars Observer (including launch coverage) and Sincell’s 
Involvement with its construction is scheduled to appear in the October 6 issue of The Republican.

The Positions Of Soccer 


(This article isthe second 
in aseriesof articles designed 
to help educate the public 
about the world’s most widely 
played sport. Ithas been con 
tributed by guest writer, 
Dave Spirk.) 


Last week we focused on 
the 17 laws of soccer totry to 
explain some of the basic 
rules of play. This week we 
will begin to talk alittle about 
how the game is played. If 
you want to really see some 
great soccer action, I strongly 
encourage yo tocome out and 
watch the Deep Creek men’s 
team this Sunday. You will 
be able to see in action the 
things we are describing in 
this brief series. That is how 
you will be able to begin to 
translate these words into 
your own personal under- 
standing of the game. Now,

Soccer is a funny game in 
that there are several names 
for the same positions. How 
ever, there are basically three 
positions on the field. They 
are defenders, midfielders, 
and forwards. Let's talk de 
fense first

Theirnamesvary widely 
Some coaches refer to them 
as left, right, and center as 
with the midfield. Others re- 
fer to the outside attackers 
as wings and the center as 
strikers. Whatever their 
name, the job is always the 
same. These players are typi- 
cally the fastest on the team 

The system I have de 

scribed for you is referred to 
asa 4-3-3 systemofplay. You 
never count the goalie when 
you set up asystem, andthey 
are alwayscounted from the 
back (defense) to the front 
(offense). Other systemscom 
monly used in full-sided 
games include a 3-3-4, a4-2- 
4, and a 5-3-2. Coaches de- 
sign their system around the 
skills of their players andthe 
style of their opponents 

As you begin to watch 

soccer, you will begin to un 
derstand more about the 
game. One difference you will 
quickly note is that any 
player may go forward and 
score. This iscalled total soc 

cer when teams have this 
kind of skill. I hope you find 
this helpful and welcome the 
opportunity to answer your 
questions.

Children Not Recommended 


According to the medical journal Pediatrics 
doctors often tell parents to give children clear 
liquids as a fluid and nutrition source for vomiting 
and diarrhea. The soft drink 7-UP may be recom- 
mended. A 12 ounce serving sweetened with su- 
crose contains about 100 calories, whereas the diet 
version sweetened with aspartame contains only 
one calorie. A child given diet soft drinks for a 
prolonged period developed symptoms of starva- 
tion. The authors of the report conclude that pedia- 
tricians should "inform parents that aspartame-sweet- 
ened fluids should not be used" when clear liquids

Some of those 
who survived these terrible ex 
periences tell us that, during 
the war, some of the inmates 
questioned how, if there was a 
God, a place like Buchenwald 
could exist. Some people lost 
their faith as a result of this 
experience, while others found 
tneir faith intensilied 

WHY?, GOD, WHY? 
Whenever some tragedy or 

injustice takes place, people 
want to know how God can let 
these things happen. If God is 
in charge of the world and if he 
loves us all, how can he permit 
such inhumanity? Part of the 
answer is, of course, that while 
God willsjustice, righteousness 
and peace, he gives us the power 
to either fulfill those purposes 
or thwart thern. God wants us 
lo be good, bul he does not 
us to be So then, if 
God allows us to make those 
ch how can he be in con 
ro! of the world?

God does for the people of Is 
rael, nomatter how many times 
he forgives the people for their 
rebelliousness, still the people 
stubbornly resist God's will on 
a daily basis: “And the people of 
Israel again did what was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, after 
Ehud died” (4:1). So, intheshort 
run, the people of Israel made 
their rebellious choices that 
were contrary to God's will 
Although God does not for- 
bid these choices, in the long 
run he can even weave these 
bad choices in a mosaic of forces 
that allows him to accomplish 
his will. This is what we find in 
the story of Deborah and Barak 
The people have sinned griev 
ously and brought destruction 
upon themselves: “And the Lord 
sold them into the hand of Jabin, 
King of Canaan, who reigned in 
Hazor” (4:2). Typically, when 
they begin to suffer for their 
evil choices, the people of Israel 
pray for God's deliverance. Dis 
obedient as they have been to 
him, he is always ready to lis 
ten to their prayers 
MOSAIC OF CHOICES 
The military preparedness 
of Israel is probably at one of its 
lowest ebbs. The Israelites do 
not seem to have what it takes 
to fight against foes like Sisera 
and Jabin. But God enlists the 
aidof agifted woman who wisely 
governs in the Israelite state 
She can't relieve Israel's 
troubles and neither is Israel's 
general, Barak, a bold enough 
man. But God gives Barak a 
message through the popular 
woman judge, Veborah, and 
through her he is able to muster 
the courage to field his smal! 
army against the foe 
In the end, by the power of 
God the Israelites forge a 
smashing victory. In time, the 
concentration camps of Nazism 
were torn down. In time, the 
Communist world threat was 
eliminated Dic Lators come and 
dictators go. No evil power has 
ever been able to indefinitely 
sustain itself in this world 
Eventually, God manages to 
undo our rebellious choices and 
still accomplish his purpose 
And, instead of learning from 
these long waits of God's justice 
and providence, like the people 


of Israel, we quickly forget and 
soon do again “what was evil in 
the sight of the Lord 
them, we are still slow learn- 
ers

So, inthe short 
run, the people of Israel made 
their rebellious choices that 
were contrary to God's will 
Although God does not for- 
bid these choices, in the long 
run he can even weave these 
bad choices in a mosaic of forces 
that allows him to accomplish 
his will. This is what we find in 
the story of Deborah and Barak 
The people have sinned griev 
ously and brought destruction 
upon themselves: “And the Lord 
sold them intothe hand of Jabin, 
King of Canaan, who reigned in 
Hazor” (4:2). Typically, when 
they begin to suffer for their 
evil choices, the people of Israel 
pray for God's deliverance. Dis 
obedient as they have been to 
him, he is always ready to lis 
ten to their prayers 
MOSAIC OF CHOICES 
The military preparedness 
of Israel is probably at one of its 
lowest ebbs. The Israelites do 
not seem to have what it takes 
to fight against foes like Sisera 
and Jabin. But God enlists the 
aidof agifted woman who wisely 
governs in the Israelite state 
She can't relieve Israel's 
troubles and neither is Israel's 
general, Barak, a bold enough 
man. But God gives Barak a 
message through the popular 
woman g Dehorah and 
through her he is able to muster 
the courage to field his small 
army against the foe 
In the end, by the power of 
God the Israelites forge a 
smashing victory. In time, the 
concentration camps of Nazism 
were torn down. In time, the 
Communist world threat was 
eliminated. Dictators come and 
dictators go. No evil power has 
ever been able to indefinitely 
sustain itself in this world 
Eventually, God manages to 
undo our rebellious choices and 
still accomplish his purpose 
And, instead of learning from 
these long waits of God's justice 
and providence, like the people 
of Israel, we quickly forget and 
soon do again “what was evil in 
the sight of the Lord.”

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Kazakhstan Exchange Student Teaches 


Appreciation For Abundance

We much for 
granted. This was brought 
to my attention this week 
while visiting with 23-year 
old Mukthar Bekseitov, of 
the Republic of Kazakhstan, 
formerly part of the U.S.S.R 
As an exchange student, 
Mukthar arrived in this 
country on August 8, and 
has been living with the 
Ernest Schrock family on 
their farm just south of Oak 
land

This exchange program 
has brought agriculture stu 
dents from the former So- 
viet Union to Maryland for 
four years now, and is part 
of an effort to maintain 
strong agricultural ties with 
people all over the world 
Mukthar is the third ex 
change student the Schrock 
family has hosted, and he is 
one of five students visiting 
Maryland this year, the oth 
ers from Russia and the 
Ukraine 

Mukthar speaks sur 
prisingly good English, 
which is even more surpris 
ing when it’s discovered that 
he just began studying the 
language two months be 
fore coming to the U.S. He 
is in his last year of college, 





majoring in animal hus 
handry Pp ‘ifically live 








stock bree ding “I see very 
good breeding practices in 
use here,” Mukthar said 
His goal while here is to 
see many “agricultural fac- 
tories,” both big and small, 
because his future plans are 
to start his own agricultural 
business in his home land 
“Just last year, my country 
was a part of the U.S.S.R., 
now it is the Republic of 
Kazakhstan. Now, there are 
private businesses in my 
country, only a few. The 
number is growing gradu 
ally this past year and will 
hopefully continue to grow 
We were part of the U.S.S.R 
for 70 years, and can’t 
change much in one year.” 
The climate is very hot 
in Kazakhstan, but a lot of 
general agriculture is prac 
ticed. Barley and wheat are 
grown and much animal 


agriculture and breeding is 
done 

“Many things are differ- 
ent in this country,” 
Mukthar said. When asked 
what, his quick reply is “ser- 
vice!” “Businesses give such 
good service to people 
Whatever is needed, parts 
for machinery, feed for cows, 
or whatever, itis available.” 
That one can get on the 
phone and get such service 
is amazing to him. “In our 
country, we don’t have ser- 
vice because it is a state 
system.” He adds that, al- 
though this is only his opin- 
ion, business is about “what 
people want.” 

“In my country young 
people don’t think about 
business and what people 
want. They just don’t have 
the interest because it is 
still astate system, and they 
don’t want to change.” For 
example, he says, dress fac 
tories don’t change, and 
fashion doesn’t change, be 
cause the state is satisfied 
with it the way it is. “Now 
there is a chance it will 
gradually change,” he says 
“We, the young people, must 
do this.” 

In his country, he 
heard of private farms, but 
he hasn't seen them. “It is 
very difficult for private 
farm managers,” he reports 
“They must buy feed from 
the state collective farm, and 
they sometimes don’t want 
to sell. This causes many 
problems.” The collective 
farms there, in the state 
system, are very big farms 
“Here (in Garrett County) 
there are farms with 60 
cows, there collective farms 
may have 1,000, 2,000, 5,000 
or maybe 10,000 cows. It’s 
big bec ause it’s state. Work 
ers milk around the clock 
Now, young people don't 
want to work in collective 
farms because of low income, 
they go to town to find an 
other kind of work.” 

Mukthar’s parents live 
in the country, and his fa 
ther was a general book 
keeper at a collective farm 
for 50 years. “Two weeks 
ago, he finished and ‘go to 
pension’ (retired) because he 


has 


is 63 years old. It’s time,” he 
says 
Here, Mukthar says he 


sees another farm every few 
miles. In his country, col 
lective farms are very big 


They have an administra 
tive center with parts of the 
collective farm spread out 
in all directions, five or six 
miles from the center. One 
farm he told of is a four-part 
collective farm, with a large 
dairy farm. At another part, 
about five miles from the 
center, they breed sheep for 
wool, keeping around 10,000 
sheep. At another part they 
breed horses for meat. “Our 
people use horse meat, and 
breed work horses just for 
meat. Our own Kazakhstan 
breed is used.” 

One part of this collec 
tive farm is new, Mukthar 
says, started about two 
years ago. There they raise 
camels! The camels are bred 
to produce milk, which is 
very rich and much in de 
mand as a very good milk 
for health. They also pro 
duce a type of wool which is 
very warm. Camel milk, he 
says, is notexpensive and is 
sold in the cities. “We have 
one restaurant in the city 
which is very close to my 
collective farm, which buys 
camel milk.” This city, he 
noted, is typical (population 
and size wise), and is the

try is mink farming. Mink 
is used for hats which are 
very warm in their very cold 
winters, They are expen

While here, Mukthar 
was able to briefly visit the 
Maryland State Fair. “I just 
had time to look at the cows,” 
he said, and added, “In my 
country, there is no time for 
things such as fairs.” The 
group of exchange students 
also visited New York City 
Washington, Annapolis and 
Baltimore 

The group is scheduled 
to return to Europe on Oc 
tober 10, but Mukthar will 
try to extend his visitor's 
visa until January 
Mukthar feels he was very 
lucky to come, and says he 
was able to come because of 
his studies, and because he 
also works for a private com- 
pany, “we call small busi- 
ness.” A person from his 
country who is not a univer- 
sity student who would like 
to travel to this country 
must save all their income 
for two years to afford the 
trip. “Not buy boots, not buy 
clothes, nothing!” he says 

“Especially the old 
people in my country can’t 
buy food, but I hope it will 
change. I hope we can 
change the state system 
The head of our government 
seems to want change, but 
one man can’t change it 
alone. Everyone must want 
change.” 

Mukthar’s goal is to own 
his own company. “I want 
my own company but! must 
have beginning capital,” he 
“Our bank credit has 
very big interest -- crazy 
interest -- 75%. It’s unreal!” 
He says that his boss got 
credit from a bank two years 
ago for 7%, but this year, 
about four months ago, it 
changed to 75%. His boss 
wanted to open a little fac 
tory to make sausage for 
people, but now he cannot 
because of the interest, and 
he must sell his equipment 
and return the bank loan 

“I don’t want to take 
credit from a bank,” he 
stressed. “I want to come 
back to the United States 
and work for a year. I have 
many friends here now, and 
a work visa would not be 
difficult. If I work here one 
year for a minimum of $100

Lung Association 
Urges Many To 
Get Flu Shot 
Seven in 10older Ameri 
ans are leaving themselves 
pen to a physical assault 
that could put them flat on 
their backs or even kill them, 
according to the American 
Lung Association. Influenza, 
a contagious lung disease 
which affects more than five 
million seniors annually, can 
lead to serious health prob 
lems and sometimes death 
Lung disuse is the third 
leading cause of death in 
America, and flu isa signifi- 
cant reason why, the Asso- 
ciation said. With money 
raised from its Christmas 
Seal campaign, the Lung 
Association of Maryland says 
it is mounting a major flu 
prevention campaign this 
year 
‘We want everyone to 
know that the optimal period 
to receive a flu shot is be- 
tween October 15 and No- 
vember 15, before the peak of 
the flu season,” said E. James 
Britt, M.D., spokesperson for 
the ALAM. “Despite common 
misconception, the vaccine is 
safe and does not cause a 
mild case of influenza 
Dr. Britt urges people to 
take advantage of flu shots 
being offered at their local 
health departments or by 
the ir pe rsonal physic ialis 
“No one is naturally im 
mune to the flu,” Dr. Britt 
said. “You could be walking 
around and passing it on to 
your friends and family and 
not even know you have it 
The biggest problem is that 
you are most contagious even 
before any symptoms arise 
When they finally do ap 
pear, symptoms include fe 
ver, chills, weakness, loss of 
appetite, body aches, sneez 
ing, and coughing. The dis 
ease, which startsin theres 
piratory system, caused 106.8 
million cases in 1990, result 
ing in 216.9 million sick bed 
days.

“Most of the people working 
on the series are extremely 
committed to it, and that goes 
a long way,” says Lucas. “I've 
spent a lot of energy develop 
ing new production techniques 
to cut the costs. And part of it 
is just experience. The entire 
world is filled with very tal 
ented and creative people. I'm 
willing to take chances with 
people that other producers 
probably wouldn't because 
they're young, or they're un 
tried, or they're foreign.” 

All of the episodes are self 
contained, but Lucas is also 
developing a larger story

Second, 
don't tell someone to ‘snap 
out of it’ or ‘get a hold of 
yourself.’ A person with men 


tal-emotional illness cannot 
help the behavior or just stop 
when told to. It may take 
treatment, medication, and 
much patience tocorrect the

Dismissed In Allegany County Court 


A suit filed by 24 employ- 
ees of the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Department July 13 
against the Garrett County 
Commissioners to enforce 
what was charged as ap- 
prove" salary increases was 
recently dismissed in Al- 
legany County Circuit Court 
by Judge Gary Leasure. A 
second suit, filed against 
Garrett County Sheriff M 
Van Evans, was also dis- 
missed and ordered by the 
judge not to be reopened 


According to reports, the 
plaintiffs contended that pay 
increments had been ap- 
proved by the commissioners 
in January 1990 to be paid 
in three installments during 
the following three years 
The first installment of 
$1,500 was paid in the sum- 
mer of 1990 but the second 
and third were not, accord- 
ing to the employees 


The county commission- 
ers had issued a written 
statement at the time alleg- 
ing that attempts had been 
made to resolve the issue in 
a fair manner and one that 
was consistent with the 
budgetary problems facing 
the county and state. An ad- 
justment that equalled half 
of the second scheduled pay 
increase of $1,500 was a- 
warded to all non-union 
personnel, effective July 1,

The employees alleged 
that "a serious salary inequi- 
ty" existed among the 
sheriff's office personnel, and 
that the commissioners and 
the sheriff had acknowledged 
that fact as the result of a 
study completed regarding 
the grade and salary struc-

The agreement to in- 
crease the salaries in 1991 
and 1992 was, reportedly, a 
verbal one initiated by the 
previous board of commis- 
sioners with the stipulation 
that the increases would be 
fiscally possible.

Baba Olatunji Uses Drums For 
More Than Musical Entertainment

When Baba Olatunji and 
his“Drumsof Passion” dance 
and drum troupe appear at 
Garrett Community College 
on Saturday, October 24, at 8 
p.m., his intention will be not 
just to entertain, but to pro 
mote a better understanding 
of traditional African culture 
and of the African “self.” 

Olatunji, who has per- 
formed in more than 75 coun 
tries in his 40-year crusade 
to bring the beat of African 
musicand movement to audi 
ences worldwide, has 
achieved renown as one of 
the world’s finest drummers 

In recent years, he has 
collaborated with superstar 
American musicians such as 
Carlos Santana and Greatful 
Dead drummer Mickey Hart 

Along with a successful 
performing and recording 
career, which includes sev 
eral albums, Olatunji has 
composed scores for Broad 
way and Hollywood produc 
tions and films. He recently 
assisted with the music for 
Spike Lee’s hit film, “She's 
Gotta Have It,” but his pri 
mary loyalty continues to be 
the traditions of West Afri 
can music, which features 
“talking drums.” 

Taking drums are tall, 
tubular drums of hand 
crafted intricately carved 
wood with animal-skin drum 
heads. “There is spirit in the 
wood, and the skin must be 
alive,” he says. 

Olatunji’s performances 
on the talking drums include 
much more than rhythm. His

that integrates mood, tone, 
and resonance intomyriad of 
distinct, expressive voices 
“Rhythm is the soul of 
life,” Olatunji says. “Every 
cell in your body or mind isin 
constant rhythm and fre- 
quency. That’s the source -

from.” 

Throughout the perfor- 
mance, Olatunjiexplains the 
origin, meaning, and aes- 
thetic values of African mu- 
sic, celebrating his upbring- 
ing in a small Nigerian vil- 
lage. “I grew up in a tradi- 
tional African society, where 
you wake up tohearthe drums 
singing. When achildis born, 
there is music and dance 
When you come of age, the 
rites of passage are celebrated 
with music and dance, when 
you take a giant step in life 
when you get married - people 
come from all over and par 
ticipate in this, with music 
and dance The elders, 
when the moon is shining at 
night, get together and tell 
stories that have morals to 
communicate, and that’s how 
you learn about life.” 

Although Olatunji origi- 
nally came to America to at- 
tend Morehouse College in 
Georgia as a step towards 
acting for political change in 
Africa, he soon realized that 
his drums could speak louder 
than words. “It’s the safest 
way,” according to Olatunji

Taxpayers Give 
For Restoration 
Of Chesapeake Bay 


Maryland State Comptrol- 

ler Louis Ly Goldstein an- 
ounced this week fhat 

90,111 taxpayers contributed 
$1,110,178 to the Chesa- 
peake Bay and Endangered 
Species Fund on their 1991 
Maryland income tax returns 
so far - surpassing the total 
for all of last year by more 
than $16,690 and marking 
the fourth successful year of 
the program. 127 of Garrett 
County’s taxpayers contrib- 
uted $1,234.56, according to 
the report 

"This year's successful 
total continues to underscore 
the commitment and con- 
cern Marylanders show for 
the Chesapeake Bay and our 
natural resources. It is espe- 
cially noteworthy when you 
consider the severe economic 
downturn Maryland and 
many other states have 
struggled with in recent 
months,” said Goldstein 
"The continued participation 
of taxpayers also demon- 
strates that Marylanders will 
strongly support a single tax 
checkoff program which 
benefits the Chesapeake Bay 
and our natural resources.” 

The comptroller noted 
that taxpayers’ contributions 
to the fund are even more 
significant because they have 
risen year since the

The 
contamination apparently 
occurred during emergency 
preparations for Hurricane 
Andrew when the spacecraft 
was purged with nitrogen 
gas. The purging is a normal 
emergency procedure, uti 
lized when the spacecraft i 
to be left unattended. The 
hurricane did not affect the 
observer, but the nitrogen 
gas apparently contained the 
contaminating dirt 
With a re-schedule d 
launch date of September 2! 
the engineers hurried to get 
the spacecraft back on the 
pad and to complete all tests 
Launch-day morning was not 
promising as cumulus cloud 
swept the sky and wind 
gusts blew along the coast 
but the project administra 
tors pressed on, reluctant to 
even consider scrubbing the 
launch. Time truly is money 
on projects such as this, so 
the sooner the MO safely 
flew, the better it would be 
for NASA 
Four members of Jeff 
family - Kathryn Sincell and 
John, Mary, and Robert 
McEwen - were present for 
the launch. They were trans 
ported by NASA toa viewing 
location four miles from the 
pad, while Jeff stayed at the 
MO ground station with his 
eyes fixed on a spacecraft 
telemetry screen. Because 
ignition of a launch can 
technically be halted as late 
as T-minus one second, the 
engineers must sit at the 
controls to be able to recycle 
their equipment at literally a 
second’s notice 
Fortunately, the weather 
began to clear as the launch 
time approached, and all 
systems were "go."

JOBLESS CAN HELP THEMSELVES BY 
SUPPORTING EACH OTHER 


When you're out of work, 
you're fighting more than the 
slow economy. You're up 
against social attitudes that 
infect your friends, your as- 
sociates and your very being 

Americans devalue the 
jobless, as ifeveryone whois 
out of work probably deserves 
it. Somewhere in our minds 
liesthe illusion thatthe world 
is just. Therefore, the logic 
runs, if you were capable you 
wouldn't have been fired 

In today’s economy, these 
beliefs are patently untrue 
Plant closings, downsizing 
and business failures hit out 
standing good and mediocre 
employees alike 

Still, many employers look 
with suspicion on the unem 
ployed. And the unemployed 
themselves are often over 
come with shame and self 
blame, as if their predica 
ment were solely their own 
fault 

To battle these destruc 
tive feelings, the jobless(more 
accurately, call them “job 
seekers”) are increasingly 
banding together in support 
groups No one keeps count 
of their number. But they’re 
springing up everywhere, in 
churches, clubs andcommu 
nity halls 

Atone such group, mem- 
bers range from a man who 
was until recently homeless 
to an executive fired from a 
quarter of a million dollar 
job. They open each meeting 
with a “two-minute drill” that 
summarizes who you are pro 
fessionally, what you've done 
ind what you want to do. In 
the two minutes you tell what 
you want people to remember 
about you, if they have an 

pportunity to mention you 
to someone else 

At another group site, the 
leader announces job open 
ings, many of them forwarded 
by people connected with the 
community group that pro 

les the meeting place 

Some members volunteer 
to call for details about the 
available positions and pass 
the information along tooth 


ers 
What do support groups 
talk about? How to lick a 
common problem, like get 
ting past the secretary of 
somebody you would like to 
see. Ways to redesign a re- 
sume for today’s results-ori 


ented market (“bank vice 
president” doesn’t impress 
anyone; you have to sell your- 
self as bundle of transferable 
skills). Whether anyone 
knows someone whocan open 
a door at a particular com 
pany

But most of all, they help 
themselves by helping each 
other.

REFLECTIONS DONATEDTO SHS - Lee Teter's haunting 
painting of the Vietnam Wall, Reflections, hangs in governors’ 
offices, colleges, and U.S. embassies abroad. Itis now hanging in 
Southern High School, agift of the 1967 class of SHS. Many ofthe 
students in that class went to Vietnam for one or more tours of duty. 
Inthe painting, amanreaches uptotouch the cold, black granite 
wall. Behind the lines of names etched in the slab, images of 
veterans look out at the grief-stricken man. The black granite 
panels in Constitution Gardens, Washington, 0.C. bearthe names 
of 58,175 soldiers killed or missing in Vietnam. The young Marine 
reaching outto touch the hand of the visitor is Mickey Banks, who 
was killed in action in Vietnam. Teter painted his likeness at the 
request ofa friend, working from photographs. The other veterans 
were represented by models, including Teter's cousin, the kneel 
ing vet, who was wounded twice in Vietnam. The memorial visitor 
depicted is a departure from the Vietnam veteran stereotype 
dressed in combat fatigues. The depiction was to create more 
universality. The visitor could be a father, brother, cousin, or friend, 
as well as a veteran. Teter, a native of Cumberland, while much 
younger than Vietnam veterans, has befriended many ofthem and 
even joined Chapter 172 of Vietnam Veterans of America. Teter 
has sold the copyright of the painting to Chapter 172. They have 
raised $200,000 and have used it for scholarships, counseling, 
hurricane relief, andrepairs to the Vietnam Memorial. Reflections 
is 26 inches by 19 inches plus border. Prints cost $50 plus $3.25 
for shipping and handling.

Farm Bureau Says Group's 
Anti-Milk Allegations Are Unfair 


A statement last week 
by an activist group calling 
for less milk consumption 
by children was sharply 
criticized by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation 

The Physicians Commit 
tee for Responsible Medi- 
cine, a Washington, D.C.- 
based group representing 
less than one percent of the 
nation’s medical doctors, 
called for parents to be 
“alerted to the potential 
risks to their children from 
cow’s milk products” and 
said milk should not be re 
quired or recommended in 
government guidelines. The 
group alleged that cow’s 
milk is acontributing factor 
in development of juvenile 
diabetes and could possibly 
cause allergies and diges 
tive problems 

“The American public is 
ill-served by an organiza 
tional pursuing its own 
agenda in the name of medi 
cal science,” said AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner 
“The group is influenced by 
individuals promoting ani 
mal right and vegetarian- 
ism.” 

A number of pediatric 
experts were quick to ques- 
tion the group’s report, and 
disagreed with many of its 
recommendations 

Dr. Ronald Kleinman of 
the American Academy of 
Pediatrics said the PCRM 
report is “unnecessarily 
frightening parents who 
worry that they will do harm 
if they continue to allow 
their children to have dairy 
products.” 

The American Medical 
Association and the Center 
for Science in the Public 
Interest also questioned the 
report, and a Juvenile Dia- 
betes Foundation spokes 
person said “it is much too 
premature to make recom 
mendations on dietary re 
strictions.” 

“Milk has always been a 
part of a well-balanced diet,” 
said Kleckner. “This report 
contains no credible infor 
mation that should encour 
age children’s dietary pat 
terns to be altered. Discour 
aging milk consumption, 
especially during the impor- 
tant growth years, will mean 
many children will lack key 
vitamins, minerals and pro- 
teins 

He said it is unrealistic 
to expect that a child’s daily 
requirement for calcium and 
phosphorous can ad 
equately be met by veg 
etables, as the group rec 
ommends 

“Children between the 
ages of 1 and 10 require 800 
milligrams of calcium and 
phosphorous daily to meet 
their minimum nutrient 
requirements,” Kleckner 
said. “Drinking as little as 
three glasses of milk allows 
children to meet this daily 
requirement. They'd have 
to consume up to 10 cups of 
fresh broccoli or kale daily 
to meet the same require 
ment 

“We realize that a very 
small percentage of the 
population experiences al 
lergy problems due to milk 
consumption. It’s important 
that these special needs are 
understood, but let's not 
deny the benefits of milk to 
the rest of the population

Higher education will re 
quire approximately $989 
million from the state next 
fiscal year, but the state will 
only be able to spend about 
$760 million. By fiscal 1998, 
that annual “deficit” will 
have grown to $540 million, 
according to areport prepared 
for the Maryland Higher Edu- 
cation Commission. 

“There is few alternatives 
and sacrificing the quality of 
higher education in Mary- 
land is not one of them” said 
Shaila R. Aery, the Secre- 
tary of High Education. 

“Even a cursory look at 
general fund support for 
higher education in the com- 
ing years shows that pro- 
jected need will outstrip pro 
jected funding,” Aery wrote 
in the report, which was pre- 
sented to the Commission on 
Tuesday. 

The report compares pre- 
dicted revenue growth with 
projected increases in higher 
education funding necessary 
for campuses to fulfil] their

designated smoking areas as 
working conditions” for 
employees.

National School Lunch Week In Our Schools 
(This article was written by Mr. Richard 
Buckingham, Assistant in Food Services.) 

Once each year the entire nation sets aside one week in 
October for parents and other interested community people 
to have lunch in the school of their choice, so that they can 
see the types of meals the youngsters attending school are 
receiving through the National School Lunch Program 
This year’s National School Lunch Week is underway, from 
October 12-16 

Parents interested in having lunch with their child 
should notify the school office as to which day they plan to 
eat. We want to make sure enough food is prepared, but do 
not want toover-prepare 

National School Lunch Week is a time for the Food 

Service Department to show the public the close relation 
ship between good nutrition and the ability of youngsters to 
learn to the best of their abilities. Tests have proven that 
students who eat a well-balanced breakfast and lunch have 
greater attention spans and consistently score higher on 
tests. The theme for this year’s National School Lunch 
Week is “Shape Your Future.” To help yourchildreach his 
or her full potential, be sure a nutritional breakfast and 
lunch are part of their daily curriculum. On behalf of the 
Garrett County Board of Education, | invite anyone inter 
ested to have lunch at the school of their choice during 
National School Lunch Week. Lunch for an adult is $2.50 
and children will pay the student prices 

The Garrett County Board of Education points out that 

our price for breakfast is the lowest price in the state, $.50 
Other breakfast prices in the state vary from $.55 in 
Baltimore City to $1 in Washington county and $1.05 in 
Harford County. Although we have tried to serve hreakfaet 
at the secondary level, participation has been poor and so we 
only offer breakfast in our elementary schools. Considering 
the low price, however, it is a very good value and a great 
way to begin the student day 

Lunch prices in the state vary from a low of $1 to $1.45 
forelementary students -ourelementary student are charged 
$1.15. At the middle school level we charge $1.25 and $1.30 
to high school students. This places us in the lower third of 
the state as prices vary from alow of $1.10 toa high of $1.80 

Once again, we encourage participation in the school 
lunch program as it represents a nutritious as well as 
economical way tofeed your student during the school day 
What's happening in our schools?

But no such system works 
well without the benefit of a 
dedicated and intelligent 
administrator of that system 
Available resources, in other 
words, are only as good as 
the person who knows how 
to reference them. Edith 
Brock is, arguably, the force 
that has propelled the 
library to success 

That success can be mea- 
sured in various ways, from 
the statewide recognition the 
library has received, to the 
economic desirability it has 
contributed to the county's 
public relations package, to 
the abstract enrichment of 
the lives of local residents 

In her 42 years as the 
library's director, Brock has 
seen transformations in the 
scope of services, the usage, 
and in library technology 
Throughout those transfor- 
mations, one thing seems 
clear: Brock always did what 
was necessary to get the job 
done, accepting little in the 
way of compensation, and 
never punching a time clock 

As Ruth Glaze, Oakland 
Library, so aptly stated, 
"They'll have a hard time 
finding anybody else who 
worked 100 hours a week." 

When the library was still 
very young, Miss Brock took 
it upon herself to "man" the 
bookmobile -- quite a coura- 
geous act for such a mild- 
mannered woman in the 
blizzard-like conditions that 
were, at that time, signifi- 
cantly more severe than the 
county has experienced in 
recent years.

Accident Man Sentenced To Two Years

direction. He had also re 
portedly pointed the gun at 
his niece and her boyfriend 
earlier in the evening and 
told the couple to leave 
because he said he was going 
to kill someone.

The Land Grant Mission 


It’s time for farmers to remind our friends at the land 
grant ag colleges of their original mission. Land grant 
university and Extension personnel must address the con- 
cerns and seek improvements for the tasks farmers and 
ranchers face. Traditionally, academic work paid by the 
public focused on teaching, research and Extension that 
fostered growth. I’m not so sure that is true today 

We understand some of the problems ag scientists face 
As partners in production progress, we go way back. Land 
grant colleges originated in the 19th century to improve 
agriculture’s lot. In the early 20th century, the Extension 
concept blossomed 

Farm Bureau was an integral part of that concept, with 
many state legislatures requiring an organized Farm Bu 
reau before a county agent could be hired. Prospective 
agents were among the earliest, and most ardent, Farm 
Bureau membership workers. In those early days, Exten 
sion agents helped run the Farm Bureau organization as 
they helped spread information and innovations developed 
by university researchers 

Changing Roles Share Common Goal 

In time, farmers believed their organization was capable 
of doing more than providing eager learners. They wanted 
to form co-ops, lobby for legislation, speak out on civic issues 
In short, farmers and ranchers wanted their organization to 
be a voice of all aspects of agriculture 

Today, many in agriculture feel the direction, the scope 
and the goals of Extension and university research are 
changing. State governments provide the largest portion of 
a school’s budget. In the last three years, 91 percent of all 
state ag colleges have seen their funding cut 

Federal funds have increased over the years but come 
with strings attached, often directing research into specific 
areas that are not production oriented. Worse, some of those 
scarce research dollars must be used to refute baseless 
charges against conventional agricultural practices, prac 
tices originally developed by and disseminated from the land 
grant school. Finally, we see tax-supported research projects 
awarded on the basis of political correctness or results 
suppressed if they are displeasing to the political hierarchy 
Sound science takes a back seat to public perception because 
funding for politically correct research is easier to come by 

Other Changes Weaken 
ScientisV/Farmer Connection 

Another disturbing trend--many times we've gone to the 
academic community for answers and received a bill. Why 
don't they perform these requested tasks for the benefit of 
agriculture and the benefit of society? Why don’t they use 
public funds for the purpose they were intended? Even now, 
we are seeking to scientifically determine the impact of 

hemical reduction on minor use crops. Farm Bureau will be to 
a major fimancial backer, and we will seek contributions 


from affected commodity groups. But, this is a fundamental 
question that falls within the public ag scientist's realm 

Farmers and ranchers have other concerns about the 
direction our publicly funded university and Extension 
support teams are going. We see funds directed to non-farm 
purposes, such as urban gardening. We see funds used to 
teach urban youth anti-meat, anti-chemical, anti-personal 
property rights “facts.” We see funds diverted to study 
“sustainable” agriculture

Farm Bureau 
still is the first group to speak on behalf of our land grant 
schools for extra funding. We want to continue our support 

We also want a role identifying areas of necessary 
research and establishing priorities. We can disseminate 
their information with our Farm Bureau satellite network to 
every state Farm Bureau headquarters and more than 500 
county Farm Bureau offices. Farmers and ranchers, through 
Farm Bureau, have much to offer. More local input into our 
land grant and Extension systems would greatly ease many 
of agriculture’s concerns

GCTA (or its leadership, 
anyway) sees its legal 
responsibility to protect 
teachers’ rights as more 
important than protecting 
the rights of students and 
nonsmoking personnel to 
breathe smoke-free air. The 
GCTAcan say this isn't true, 
but that’s the effect of its 
action and that of the BOE 
l urge students, parents 
nonsmoking school person 
nel (including GCTA mem 
bers who weren't represent 
ed in the action of its 


leadership), and the com 
munity in general to let the 
Board of Education know 
how you feel. Tell the Board 
to reinstate the tobacco ban 
now! Also, tell the Board 
not to be intimidated by a 
teachers’ union in matters 
where health must take 
precedence over smokers 
working conditions! 
Finally, | hope the new 
Board members elected on 
November 3rd will not let 
an employees’ union 
intimidate them in their 
future decisions. Not only is

The congregation will celebrate its 150th 
anniversary of membership in the Lutheran Church in America this month. Other churches in the 
Bittinger parish, St. John’s on Meadow Mountain and Zion in Jennings, will be celebrating also. The 
church has undergone many changes over the years. 





Parish of the Allegheny 
Synod included the congre- 
gations of Centerville, Im- 
manuel, and Petersburg in 
Pennsylvania, and the Cove, 
Accident, and the Forks in 
Maryland. During the 1850's 
and 60's, congregational

It lacked its present bell

A year later, Emmanuel, 
along with a nearby congre- 
gation at Meadow Mountain, 
separated from the Accident 
and Grantsville congrega- 
tions to form its own parish 
with the Rev. Shoup as its 
first pastor. A parsonage was 
built in 1904 which, al 
though it is no longer a 
parsonage, is still occupied 
today 
A new congregation was 
organized in Jennings in 
1909 which joined Bittinger 
and Meadow Mountain to 
form the Bittinger Lutheran 
Parish that survives today 
During the pastorate of 
the Rev. Marvin, probably in 
the years 1918-1921, the 
church building received a 
major renovation. A narthex, 
Sunday school room, and 
furnace room were con- 
structed. Approximately the 
same time, the church’s 
plain glass windows were 
replaced with stained glass 
Windows were donated by 
members of the congregation 
as well as other nearby Lu- 
theran congregations. A
